The parents 


fchould be compelled by law to report (lie births within the week in which 
they occnr, and should be held liable to a fine or imprisonment if they fail 


to comply with the law. 
It is jusi !ln important (o report births as lo report 


deaths, but as matters stand now children may bn horn aud die or may even 


be disposed of by criminal methods 
without

having children put to work too soon in the factories, yet under the present 
law of Massachusetts (he eertitieute of the school teacher as to the ;tge of 


the child is accepted os conclusive evidence. As a matter ot fact the ;igo • 


given by many of the pupils who attend school is itu-orrecL the birth record 
may he held In some foreign country, but in most cases it could be easily 
secured. In tEiis sialc we make much ado about, allowing children to go to 
work too early; but we do not lake the steps necessary lo provide accurate 


and complete birth records. 
\Vc depend upon the doctors to report births 


except when special enumerators are appointed to L 
ro out and canvass lite 


birth:?. 
It is plain that no buch method can be accurate. 
The parents 


should be compelled by law lo report the births within tiie week in which 


they occur, and should bo held liable to a fine or imprisonment if they fail 
to comply with the law. 
H is just as important to report births as to report 


deaths, but as matters stand now children may bu born and die or may even 


be disposed of by criminal methods 
without

the case in respect to cloth manufactured in our mills.

Although a great deal is said against the evils of child labor or of 


having children put to work too soon in the factories, yet under the present 


law of Massachusetts the certificate of the school teacher as to the age of 


the child is accepted as conclusive evidence. As a mutter of fact (he age 


given by many of the pupils who attend school is incorrect, the birth record 


may be held in some foreign country, but in most cases it could ho easily 


secured. In this state we make much udo about allowing children to go to 
work too early; but we do not take the steps necessary to provide accurate 


and complete birth records. We depend upon (he doctors to report births 
except when special enumerators are appointed to go out, and canvass the 
births. It is plain that no such method can he accurate. 
The parents 


should be compelled by law to report the births within the week in which 


they occur, and should be held liable to a fine or imprisonment if they i'ai1 


to comply with the law. 
It is just as important In report births as (o report 


deaths, but as matters stand now children may be horn and die or may ever
